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Kurt L. POHGERj an American citlscr. who was convicted of conspiracy to 
comit espionage in June, 1953 gave the following information concerning 13 
Adolf KECHMA1JN tc agents of this Bureau rhen interviewed during the latter 
part of April and th* first part of May, 1953* 

POHGER advised that terrerd the oad of World War IX, he learned that 
Adolf EECHHAHE T&.C tbs van who received Instructions froa HIVHLER for the 
extermination of all Jews in Germany, He indicated that SICKkUXN was In 
charge of Alff 17, Jewish Section, UaUB, which dealt with "enemies of the 
state," POHGER statri that tc the best of his knowledge, EICKHAMN had 
never been apprr honied and was still alive, Through interrogation at 
Huremberg, Germcy, and through talking with various people, PONGSR learned 
that SECHMANM had been sent to an Asarican prisoner of war camp, bad 
escaped, and was later soon alive, Thereafter, in Vienna, Austria, 

FCNGER in talking with various Americans, Russians, Israelis and others 
concerning this vsttsr, learned that apparently no one was int-arested in 
locating SECHKA1W. POKGER stated that EICKHAHN before being taken to
